a final warning to avert the world 
powers from being drawn into the 
fighting in self-defense. 

Secretary of State Kellogg made the 
text of the note publie tonight. It 
contained no threats but Washington 
believes that if the Chinese armies fail 
to heed the request and carry their 
fighting into the international settle- 
ment, the only course left will be 
armed self-defense by the United 
States and other powers having large 
numbers of citizens in the city. 

Advance Close To Shanghai. 

The Cantonese troops already have 
ndyanced close to Shanghai. Secre- 
tary Kellogg pointed out that 30,000 
foreigners have made their homes in 
the city, 4,000 of them being Ameri- 
eans. About 300 American business 
firms have establishments _ there. 
iireat Britain has even more exten- 
sive interests. 

Large numbers of Briish troops 
are already on the way to China, The

Pekin, February 6.—While the bat- 
tleships of Great Britain and _ the 
armies of south China point their 


course towards Shanghai, Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, ex-bandit chieftain, 


now directing the political destinies of 
Pekin, has agreed with Secretary of 
State Kellogg that this “Paris of the 
Far East” should be neutralized to 
protect foreigners. 

Announcement by the 
president of north China that he 
agreed with the American secretary of 
state was expected to be followed by 
a communication to that effect to 
United States Minister MacMurray. 

Has Acted as Buffer. 

Marshal Chang, who is known as 
the “warlord of Mukden” because of 
his military domination of the rich 
Manchurian territory, long has acted 
as a buffer between the radical Chi- 
nese and the Japanese, American and 
British interests with whom they have 
come into conflict. 

Chang’s quick action in indorsing 
the Kellogg call for a “neutral zone” 
in Shanghai is looked upon here as of 
little significance as far as the general 
situation in south China is concerned, 
however. Indorsement by the powers 
of north China will have no effect in

he “man of mystery” in the In- 
gram case is believed by police to have 
left town. His home is under strict 
police guard, so that it would have 
been impossible for him to have run 
the blockade. In spite of his signifi- 
cant absence, however, police expect 
his early arrest, and believe that with 
his detention, the case will be clear- 
ed up. 

Identity of the key man in the mur- 
der case was established by the testi- 
mony of a witness who claimed to 
have recognized him. No further de- 
velopments were enacted Sunday in 
the case, following the arrest Saturday 
of Newt Ingram, 22, brother-in-law of 
the slain woman, who was brought to 
Atlanta from Griffin, and the release 
of D. C. Skelton, neighbor of the In- 
grams, from custody free of all suspi- 
cion in connection with the investiga- 
tion. 

Mrs. Newt Ingram, 39, and her two 
children, Borden, 13, and Hazel, 10, 
are held, together with Ingram, as ma- 
terial witnesses. Ingram is confined 
in an isolated cell, he being the youth 
whose marriage to- the middle-aged 
widow is believed to have incurred the 
enmity which led to his capture and 
whipping by a band of men recently.

Shot through the abdomen as the 
result of an argument over a stud 
poker game, Ralph Henslee, 29, of 
Howell Mill road, manager of a gaso- 
line filling station at Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets, is in a dying condition 
at Grady hospital, while Guy Rogers, 
an automobile salesman, is held by 
police on a charge of suspicion as the 
man who wounded Henslee during a 
scuffle. 

Although Henslee, informed by of- 
ficers and physicians that he was 
probably fatally wounded, steadfastly 
refused to divulge the name of the 
man who shot him, detectives, under 
the direction of Lieutenant W. H. 
Andrews, established the identity of 
the members of the poker party 
through the statement of Lloyd Rob- 
inson, of 360 Orange street, negro 
porter at the station, who gave police 
their first working clue on the case. 

Rogers was arrested late Sunday 
night in front of his home by De- 
tectives L. H. Satterfield and C. B. 
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Blair, and Special Officer A. D. Poole, 


In a statement to polite it is reported 

Rogers admitted being in the poker 

game, and confessed that he was the 

man who held a gun on Henslee dur- 

ing an argument over the game. 
Claims Accident. 

During the scuffle following hot 
words, Henslee reached to get a gum 
or blackjack, Rogers gun exploding at 
the same time, though he denied hav- 
ing pulled the trigger intentionally, 
according to Rogers’ statement to

Will Leave Seattle Feb- 
ruary 12 To Fly Over 
Unseen Ice. 


Detroit, Mich., February 6.—With- 
in a few wecks Captain George Hubert 
Wilkins, scientist and explorer, again 
will be flying over the white deserts 
of the arctic, his objective the 800.,- 
000 square miles of unseen ice which 
furnish the great geographical mys- 
_ tery of the planet. 

February 12 Captain Wilkins leaves 

Seattle with two Stinson planes, bound 
for his last year’s base at Fairbanks, 
Alaska. At Fairbanks he will as- 
semble his Liberty-evgined Fokker 
monoplane, stored there since last 
year. The expedition this year will 
e financed by the Detroit News, a 
member of the North American News- 
paper Alliance, which retains exclu- 
sive news rights in the flights. 

About March 15 Captain Wilkins 
will fly with the three machines across 
the Endicott mountains from Fair- 
banks to Point Barrow, where a north- 
ern base will be established, from 
which he hopes to make several trips 
into the unexplored areas. These lie 
in the general region nerth of Alaska. 

The purpose. of the flight is the same 
which took Wilkins and Eielson over 
the ice north of Barrow Jast year— 
to explore the unknown Arctic sea 
in which possible land bodies may be 
found. It is believed that the rapid 
development of flying will make these 
islands, if they exist, important in 
the development of trans-continental 
aerial short-cuts. 

son =Kielson, pioneer airman of 
Alaska, whose successful flying over 
the government mail routes once drew 
the commendation of President Cool- 
jidge, will again serve Wilkins as pilot.

Gasoline Cached at Barrow. 

The accomplishment of last year’s 
expedition was curtailed by the dif- 
ficulty of ferrying adequate supplies 
of gasoline from Fairbanks to Bar- 
row, by air. During the past summer, 
Captain Wilkins sent 1,500 gallons of 
gasoline to Point Barrow by trading 
boat; other gasoline supplies are avail- 
able at Barrow, so that he will find 
a supply sufficient for his needs there 
upon his arrival. 

The Stinson standard planes which 
Captain Wilkins is using have not 
been altered except for the addition 
of sufficient reserve tanks to give a 
range of 1,500 miles. The Fokker 
machine will have a range in still 
air of 2,200 miles. This will make 
possible a flight to the 85th parallel 
and the exploration of about two- 
thirds of the unseen area. As deep 
soundings have been taken about 
three deges of the remaining one-third, 
Captain Wilkins’ flight, if success- 
ful, should furnish a fairly conclusive 
answer to the question of the existence 
of any large land body in the region 
of inaccessibility. 

3en Eielson has been flying a Stin- 


son of the type which the explorers | 


will use, in Florida for several months. 
It is a light plane which the two men 
can handle readily when they land 
on the ice to take soundings, and which 
will take off in a much shorter runway 
than those necessary for the heavy 
planes of last year’s expedition. 

The American Geographical socicty 
which supplied the expedition with 
scientific apparatus last year, this 
year will provide a Sonic depth-finding 
apparatus—a time measuring device 
which will furnish data for computing 
the depth of the ocean by acoustical 
metiiods. 

Wireless Arrangements Improved. 

Howard Mason, one of the most ex- 
pert short-wave radio operators in the 
world. will cross the Endicotts with 
the plane and install improved ap- 
paratus in Barrow, from which sta- 
tion he will relay to Fairbanks the 
messages received from the plane in 
flight. ast year’s installation was 
successful in spite of the crippling of 
the transmitting set at Barrow by the 
loss of the generator which it was 
found impossible to carry to Barrow 
by sledge. 

The new and lighter type of gener- 
ator to be built this year will be 
carried in the plane. 

Last year's expedition, though sue- 
cessful in establishing an air route 
from Fairbanks to the northern edge 
of the continent and in moving the 
lines of exploration to a “farthest 
north’ some 150 miles beyond Barrow, 
failed, beeause of a_ succession of 
misfortunes, to complete the larger 
explorations which are the aim of 
the present expedition. 

After a series of minor accidents to 
the planes, the smaller of the party's 
two planes was wrecked when it ran 
into a rut in attempting to take off 
from a soft landing field. The three- 
motored plane with which the Jonger 
flights were to have been attempted 
was unable to gain sufficient altitude 
to cross the high peaks of the Endi- 
cotts with an adequate supply of gaso- 
line and with the coming of the warm, 
foggy season the project was post- 
poned., 

The Detroit Aviation society this 
year turned over its supplies of gaso- 
line and equipment at Barrow to Cap- 
tain Wilkins. Captain Wilkins is 
providing two of the three airplanes, 
and The Detroit News will supply 
the further financing needed for the 
flights.

NEW CHINA SEEN 
BY AINSWORTH 


Macon, Ga., February 6.—(#)— 
Christianity will be the mohling force 
in the building of the new China that 
is te come out of the conflict now in 
progress in that country, and the op- 
portunity for the church is unmatched 
by any other of the present century, 
Bishop W. N. Ainsworth, of the Meti- 
odist Episcopal church, south, told a 
large congregation at Mulberry Street 
Methodist church this morning. 

Bishop Ainsworth is just back from 

a tour of the Orient. He spoke from 
first-hand information on conditions 
of the strife and of the great conflict 
and showed that the Christian mis- 
sionary is at the bottom of the up- 
heaval, 
“The fact that bulks largest in the 
history of the world since the Euro- 
pean war is the awakening that is now 
on in China,” said Bishop Ainsworth. 
“It involves only one-third of the 
race: its impact will be felt around 
the world. Not that the world will be 
drawn into a conflict of arms cver the 
Chinese situation, though that is pos- 
sible, but the new China is likely to 
change the center of gravity in the 
trade relations of all mankind. 

“As strange as it may seem to the 
casual observer, the Christian mis- 
sionary is at the bottom of the pres- 
ent upheaval. Fifty years ago China 
gave no evidence of knowing or caring 
that there was any other nation in 
the world. In the last 30 years all 
the doors and windows have heen 
opened and fresh winds have blown 
in from every other corner of the 
world. These windows have been 
opened by Christian missionaries who 
have brought in new learning and 
modern science, 

Want New China. 

“The friction in China is due to 
the conflict between the old conserva- 
tives and those who want a new C hina, 
organized and governed like the civi- 
lized nations of the world. 

“There have been excesses in the 
strife, as there have been in every 
great reform that has been brought 
out in America, or in Europe. In this 
instance a streak of Russian red has 
gotten into the forces of reform, and 
it is threatening, but I believe that 
it will be controlled. Out of the cruci- 
ble of the present strife 1 expect to 
see a greater China and one where 
Christianity will be the molding force. 
The opportunity that confronts Chris- 
tianity in China is unmatched by any 
other which the new century has 
brought.”

Note Sent Three 


War Lords 


Of China by United States 


Washington, February 6.—(/)—Sec- 
retary Kellogg's proposal as handed to 
the three Chinese war lords and which 
leaves to future negotiations all de- 
tailed quesfions of arranging for se- 
surity of the international settlement 
in the event it is accepted, is as fol- 
lows: 

“The fate of the Americer: inter- 
ests in the international settlement 
during the course of the internecine 
warfare now unhappily in progress in 
China is the occasion of great anxiety 
to the American government. As the re- 
sult of the efforts of two generations 
of foreigners and Chinese this area 
has acquired a foremost position 
among the great ports of the world. 

“There are now living in the set- 
tlement nearly 4.000 Americans and 
probably 30,000 foreigners altogether, 
who have made this settlement their 
homes. The arrangements for this 
settlement are cf long standing and 
made with the local authorities of 
China and recognized by the national 
government. 

“Huge sums have been invested by 
Chinese citizens and the citizens of 
foreign nations in municipal and har- 
bor improvements jn building and in 
all the paraphernata of international 
trdde. The settlement is the vital 
center of commerce that ramifies 
through China and extends throughout 
the world. To a supreme degree the 
interests of the Chinese people and of 
the people of foreign nations require 
that here order shall prevail. It is 
the port through which passes 40 per 
cent of the trade in China upon which 


millions of Chinese depend for their 
livelihood. 

“From the earliest days the inter- 
ests of all nations in the international 
settlement have prospered in times of 
peace and have suffered when there 
has been strife in the region surround- 
ing Shanghai or in the country at 
large. In order at least’ to mini- 
mize as much as possible injury to the 
persons and property of foreigners anil 
Chinese living at this port it has 
been the uniform policy of the for- 
eign residents of the international set- 
tlement and of their governments to 
keep the settlement aloof from fac- 
tional disturbances and as far as this 
could be accomplished rigorously to 
prevent it from being utilized by any 
faction. 

Cooperation Succeeds. 

“The cooperation of the authorities 
in control of Kiangsu province in car- 
rying out this policy has been asked 
and received and it has been remark- 
ably successful. 

“In recalling these facts to the Chi- 
nese military commanders, the Ameri- 
can government is confident tHat they 
will lend their sincere support to the 
proposal now made, that the interna- 
tional settlement at Shanghai be ex- 
cluded from the area of armed con- 
flict so that American citizens and 
other foreigners may receive adequate 
protection. 

“The American government will be 
ready for its part to friendly and or- 
derly negotiations properly instituted 
and conducted regarding the future 
status of the settlement.”

That, 
to the Chinese mind, is far more im- 
portant than the protection of foreign- 
ers. 


REFUSAL INDICATED 
IN SPEECH BY CHEN. 

Hankow, February 6.—(UN).—At- 
tacking Great Britain’s policy of deal- 
ing with the “feudalistic” north Chi- 
nese government, Engene Chen, Can- 
tonese foreign minister, called upon 


foreign powers today to decide with 
which Chinese government they intend 
to deal. 

While not mentioning proposals of 
Secretary of State Kellogg that Shang- 
hai be neutralized, Chen’s speech, be- 
fore a large meeting here, indicated he 
would refuse the American suggestion 
in toto, 

Chen devoted his attack to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary, and to Chang Tso-Lin, 
north Chinese war lord, but because 
of the similarity of the American and 
British attitudes toward China his at- 
tack on the British policy is taken 
to mean that an attack on the Amer- 
ican position may be expected next. 

He demanded that the nationalists 
be recognized as representing China 
and declared that Great Britain, in 
insisting on dealing with the “feud- 
alist government of Pekin,” is aiding 
in splitting China into rival factions. 

“Pekin Is Dying.” 

“For 15 years,” said Chen, “Great 
Britain looked to Pekin for a govern- 
ment that would bring peace. Pekin 
is dying, while Great Britain, Pekiz’s 
chief sustainer, is facing the greatest 
Far Eastern crisis in her history. Be- 
tween Chinese nationalism and Chi- 
nese feudalism there can be no com- 
promise. ‘the moment has arrived for 
Great Britain to decide whether her 
trade and commerce are to flourish in 
an independent and nationalist China 
or to continue to decline in an un- 
free, feudal country such as Chi.a 
has been in the past.” 

The C antonese foreign minister was 
noticeably ag ‘ated and reports that 
his position at Hankow is threatened 
by Marshal Wu Pei-Fu, for years the 
pseudo agent of the powers in their 
maintenance of economic hold on north 
China, were believed to be one reason 
for h's most bitter attack against the 
attitude of Great Britain.

BRITISH LABOR URGES 
REFUSAL OF SERVICE. 

London, February 6.— (United 
News)—British labor Sunday called 
upon soldiers and sailors to refuse 
service in China and urged workers 
to refuse to make war munitions. 

Speakers at a huge labor meeting in 
Albert hall advocated resistance on 
the part of the working class to wat 
they declared threatened to be a repe- 
tition of the “terrible experiences wit- 
nessed from 1914 to 1918.’’ 

Ramsay MacDonald, former labor 
premier, demanded accession to the 
request of Eugene Chen, South Chi- 
nese foreign minister, for immediate 
withdrawal of all British troops from 
China. 

“T believe one hour of friendly nego- 
tiation with Chen would be worth 
more than an army corps in removing 
the risks to British men and womer 
in China,’’ MacDonald declared. 

James Maxton, an M. P., urged 
that labor openly take up a movement 
aghinst service in China and making 
munitions for warfare there.

Editor Constitution: From time to 
time I have noted with a great deal of 
pleasure the splendid interest that you 
have manifested in highway constru- 
tion in Georgia, and for that matter 
in the entire south. You could not 
possibly render your state and sec- 
tion a more valuable service. 

I invite your attention to the Look- 
ount Mountain Scenie highway that 
will run down the brow of the moun- 
tain from Chattanooga to Gadsden, a 
distance of 90 miles. <A plan has 
been under consideration for a long 
time, and much has been said about 
it, to huild a highway from Chatta- 
nooga to Cloudland, Ga., a distance 
of 51 miles.

It would seem from the daily pa- | 

pers that more people, especially 

men, die of heart disease or heart 
failure than from any other dis- 

ease. (G. L. H.) 

These three queries, chosen at ran- 
dom from hundreds about heart dis- 
ease, indicate at least the general in- 
terest in the subject, if not the wide 
prevalence of heart disease. To me 
ithey indicate much more than that, 
for each query quoted suggests to me 
that the writer’s condition, whether it 
be real heart disease or just a fancy 
of a morbid mind, is complicated with 
Billings complaint. Billings complaint 
is a chronic, rasidious, progressive but 
not incurable malady which takes its 
name from the great philosopher who 
first recognized it and best described 
it. “The trouble with a lot of plain 
people,” diagnosed Josh Billings, “is 
they know so many things which 
ain't so.” 

Right here may I rt suggest that 
further perusal of this article or 
others about the heart which will fol- 
low is not likely to prove worth while 
for the reader who thinks what I have 
just said is sarcastic. facetious or wa- 
dignified. If I had all day to express 
the idea which is contained in the 
phrase “Billings complaint,” and the 
whole page of this paper to spread it 
on, I might make just as much head- 
way with people who could have the 
patience to bear with me so long. But 
whether I could teach anything in 
that way or not, I dare say I would 


not seem so sarcastic, facetious, un- 
sympathetic and ill natured as plod- 
ding readers find me.

Often the ex- 
cuse of “weak heart” is used, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, as a ready 
funkhole for hidrag in when some task, 
duty or unpleasant encounter is to be 
dodged. 
invention of the badly educated parent 
who pampers and coddles a growing 
daughter. Such pampering is not 
only physically harmful but morally 
harmful as well, for it is all too com- 
mon to see the child so pampered 
seize upon the idea snd more or less 
skilfully mimic the symptoms which 
the foolish parent has suggested as 
likely to occur from “weak heart,” 
thus easily evading problems or dif- 
ficulties which should be faced and 
mastered. Aside from actual heart 
disease, this popular fancy of muscu- 
lar weakness, or functional  insuf- 
ficiency of the heart is a morbid im- 
agination. If the child has any kind 
of heart disease the question of phys- 
ical activity is strictly a medical one 
and ‘no one except the child’s own 
physician is competent to judge wheth- 
er rest or exercise is better for the 
child at the immediate stage of dis- 
ease, or if exercise, what kind and 
how much the child should have. 
Nothing can be more injurious to a 
child’s welfare than pampering and 
coddling by a misguided parent who 
just assumes the child’s heart is weak.

It should not be undérstood that 
a new political idea or objective is 
undemocratic simply because it is 
new. Jefferson himself would be the 
last to deny that “new occasions 
make new duties” and one of his 
staunchest principles was that “gov- 
ernments must keep step with the 
progress of knowledge, science and 
human rights.” His idea of democracy 
was a political mechanism adaptable 
to the imperative needs of a self-gov- 
cerning community. 


How Jefferson Put His Idea. 

Anyone who. reads the American 
“Declaration of Independence” can 
easily gather the fundamental prin- 
ciples of its greater author. Upon 
them was founded the great charter 
eailed our “federal constitution.”

Against Secret Political Societies. 

In the 30s the socalled American, 
or know-nothing, party arose and 
threatened to become formidable, It 
carried several state elections and in 
the thirty-fourth congress, 1855-1857, 
had five members in the senate and 
43 in the house. To meet that party 
squarely on its issue that “no person 
should be selected for political sta- 
tion (whether of native or foreign 
birth) who recognizes any allegiance 
or obligation of any description to any 
foreign prince, potentate, or power, 
or who refuses to recognize the fed- 
eral and state constitutions (each 
within its own sphere) as paramount 
to all other laws as rules of political 
action,” the democratic national con- 
vention of 1856 resolved as follows: 


“An adverse political and religious 
test has been secretly organized by 
a partv claiming to be exclusively 
American, and it is proper that the 
American democracy should clearly 
define its relation thereto, and declare 
its determined opposition to all se- 
eret political societies, by whatever 
name they may be called,” and that 
“no party can justly be Ma- 
tional; constitutional, or in accordance 
with American principles which bases 
its exclusive organization upon relig- 
ious opinions and accidental _birth- 
place; and hence a political crusade 
in the nineteenth century, and in the 
United States of America, against 
Catholie and foreign-born is neither

On the contrary, Jefferson plainly 
set it forth, that: 

“It is not only the right, but the 
duty of those now on the stage of ac- 
tion, to change the laws and institu- 
tions of government to keep pace with 
the progress of knowledge, the light of 
science, and the amelioration of the 
condition of society.

Reductions in taxes on admissions, 
automobiles and estates provided by 
the revenue law of last year saved 
tuxpayers in these classes approxi- 
mately $30,000,000 in 1926, it was 
shown in a report today by the bureau 
of internal revenue. 

The automobile levy, which was cut 
from % to % per cent, yielded $8S8,- 
120,180 last year, or $23,064,648 less 
than in 1025. Theatergoers paid $20.- 
100.775 admission dues, a decrease of

sion taxes with $36,004,901 and 
$7,556.567, respectively. Pennsylva- 
nia returned the second largest estate 
tax collection with $12,475,611, while

Michigan was far in the lead in the 
returns on automobile taxes with a 
total collection of S66.885.049. Ohio 
was second with $6,620,451, and In- 
diaaa third with a return of $4,694,- 
OVS for 1926.

London, February 6.--(?)—A shake- 
up in the cabinet is the chief political 
gossip in London as members of parlia- 


ment gather for the forthcoming ses- 
sion, beginning February &. There 
have been no important changes among 
Premier Baldwin’s ministers since his 
party swept the country. Prospective 
changes if they occur, are likely to 
be among holders of comparatively 
minor portfolios, and not in such posts 
as the foreign office, occupied by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain. 

Premier Baldwin, .Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, and David Lloyd George return 
to Westminster as conservative, labor 
and liberal leaders, respectively. Bald- 
win holds undisputed control in con- 
servative ranks. 

Ramsay MacDonald welded the di- 
vergent sections of the labor party into 
a political machine by strong discip- 
line and an iron hand, backed up by 
great intelligence and ability. Ex- 
tremists and radicals of the labor par- 
ty are said to be restive under his 
leadership because he does not further 
socialism more militantly. 


David Lloyd George goes back -to 
the house ef commons the full fledged 
leader of the national liberal political 
machine, such as it is. Constant 
losses both to the conservative and to 
the labor party have reduced its num- 
hers to a handful of members who are 
almost lost among the two big parties 
in the commons. The liberal squabble 
over party funds and party control 
ended with victory for the Welsh ex- 
premier.

COMMITS SUIGIDE

Rochester, N. ¥., February 6.—() 
J. Morgan Derr, Jr., 20, of this city, 
a sophomore at the University of 
Rochester and student at the Eastman 
School of Music, committed suicide 
here today by shooting himself 
through the head with a .22 caliber 
rifle. 

Derr was a classmate, fraternity 
brother and chum of Rigby Wile, 16, 
who killed himself in exact!y the same 
manner at his home tn New York on 
January 2 while on his Christmas 
vacation. 

Unlike Wile, however, who found 
life “futile and barren,” illness was 
given as the cause of young Derr’s ac- 
tion. He had had pneumonia four 
times and was said to be ra a run- 
down condition. The similarity of the 
methods indicated, however, he had 
brooded over the death of his chum. 

Young Derr was a good student and 
was popular with the student body. 
He studied voice at te Eastman 
School of Music and also was a skilled 
piano player.

With the hope that a momentary divergence from our usual field 
of sports way be excused we devote a few paragraphs to some lauda- 
tory remarks about one of the most gripping screen productions it has 
ever been our lot to see. 


‘Along with a houseful of other guests of the theater we 
betook ourselves to Loew’s Grand theater Sunday afternoon 
and witnessed a cinema masterpiece such as has seldom been 
made in this nation or any other—a picturization of Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne’s “Scarlet Letter.” 


Remembering from the somewhat remote past of our high school 
days our first reading of the book: we took our place in the theater 
witu a certain feeling of suspense, suspense regarding the manner in 
which such a story could be handled on the screen without losing some 
of its great truth or without making a sensational drama out of what was 
originally a simple, straightforward sermon of the highest type.

When Richards won 4i; honors 
there was no stipulation that he could 
remain an amateur for as much as 
one hour after leaving the courts. But 
in order to deny him first place in 
the national ranking, the association 
passed a retroactive rule enabling but 
not justifying the deed. 

Shortly after Richards won the na- 
tional singles championship he yield- 
ed to the same lure that makes men 
bankers, ball players and reformers. 
He decided to make some money and 
considering the fact that he was al- 
most 24 years old with a wife and 
baby to support, it was none too early. 

Presumably, if Richards had gone 
on campaigning as an amateur, with 
a set scale of inducements as the price 
of his performances he would have re- 
mained pure and sogially acceptable 
to the association. If he had let it 
be understood that he was an insur- 
ance salesman and would require $50,- 
OVO worth of business to compensate 
him for playing in the initiation tour- 
nament at some glorified boarding 
house in the winter resort belt, he 


might be an amateur still. If he had 
obtained a job as a syndicate writer, 
signing his name over vicarious lit- 
erature for three times the wages of 
the hack sports writer employed to do 
the stuff, he might remained young 
and fair to the U. S. L. T. A., for the 
guardians of amateurism have not 
scowled on these practices by others. 
Of if they have, they only scowled. 
It is not very important whether 
Richards or William T. Tilden II, 
is ranked No. 1.

‘MAY BE LEASED SOON 


Franklin, N. C., February 6.— 
(Special.)—The Tallulah Falls rail- 
way, operating between the main line 
of the Southern at Cornelia, Ga., and 
Franklin. would be taken out of the 
receivership into which it was thrown 


three and a half years ago and leased, 


by a local company, under plans just 
made public by James F. Gray, re- 
ceiver of the road. 

The leasing company would be 
known as the Georgia-North Carolina 
Railway company, the lease would be 
for a period of five years at the nomi- 
nal rental of $1 per year, and the 
plan for the lease has been worked 
out “with the condition’ that Mr. 
Gray shall be president of the road 
for five years. 

Petition for charter for the leasing 
company is now being advertised in 
newspapers in Rabun and Habersham 
counties, Georgia, through which the 
road passes, and it is expected that 
the charter will be received about 
March 1 to be followed by organiza- 
tion. Another two months will be 
necessary, it is estimated, to secure 
the approval of the interstate com- 
merce commission, with the leasing 
company beginning operations about 
May 1 or June 1] 

“The leasing company,” the state- 
ment reads, “requires just enough cap- 
ital in cash in treasury upon which 
to start operation. Therefore, we are 
capitalizing the leasing company at 
the «mall total of $20,000, in shares 
of $100 each, $75 per share to be 
paid on April 1, 1927, and the remain- 
ing $25 per share on demand there- 
after.’ 

Eleven thousand of the $20,000 cap- 
ital has been pledged by Mr. Gray, 
who makes his home in Mountain 
City, Ga.. A. C. Wheeler, of Gaines- 
ville, general counsel of the railway, 
and H. L.. Brewer, the road's auditor, 
giving them the control of the pro- 
posed company. During the | {ree 
years of 1924, 1925, and 1926, says 
Mr. Gray, the road, under saaaheun 
ship, has had a net railway operating 
income of about $23,000 per year. 
“Maintenance has bee nm adequate and 
the road is in the best physical shape 
in its history.”

New York, February 6.—Interna- 
tional bankers in Wall Street are 
working on plans to have the stocks 
of leading industrial, railroad and 
public utility corporations of every 
Jarge foreign country listed here, mak- 
ing this a real world market for stocks, 
according to recent widely circulated 
reports. Stock exchange officials say 
that the reports of what bankers here 
intend to do to open the doors to for- 
eign stocks have been greatly exaz- 
gerated, that is, as far as the stock 
exchange itself is interested. Despite 
this denial, however, it is perfectly 
obvious that if Wall Street is to con- 
tinue the new role adopted since the 
war as a world market for money and 
the flotation of foreign bonds it must 
also take on more responsibility in the 
matter of making a world market for 
stocks. 

A decision handed down this week 
by the Appellate division of the su- 
preme court of the state of New York, 
if sustained by the supreme conrt of the 
United States, will undoubtedly play 
an important part in the plans of in- 
ternational bankers now afoot to es- 
tablish a real world market in Wall 
Street for securities. 

In 1913, the vear before the world 
war, our total investments in foreign 
countries amounted to $2,625.000,000, 
according to figures just complied by 
Dr. Max Winkler. For 1926 alone our 
foreign investments reached $1,906,- 
(00,000, bringing our total foreign in- 
vestments up to the end of 1926 to 
$13,252,000,000, against the $2,625,- 
000,000 for 1915. 

New Securities. 

For 1926 the flotation of new securi- 
ties on this market including stocks, 
bonds, notes of the United States gov- 
ernment, domestic corporations, states 
and municipalities, foreign govern- 
ments, cities and foreign corporations

Today the most active market in 
Wall Street is found in foreign bonds 
Idle funds in this country seeking em-

If given better protection by the 
bankers in this country floating. se- 
curities undoubtedly our investors 
would do their part in making Wall 
Street more of a world market for se- 
curities. From the decision just hand- 
ed down by the New York supreme 
court our investors are going to get

ing domestic as well as foreign bond

Every investor in this country is fa- 
miliar with the qualifying line ap- 
pearing in small type at the bottom 
of the offerings of new securities, 
reading: “Although the information 
contained herein is not guaranteed, it 
has been obtained from sources which 
we believe to be reliable.” 

In effect this qualifying line tells 
the buyer of the offered securities that 
if any mistake has been made the 
banker floating .he securities is not 
to be held responsible. 

Im t Decision. 

But the supreme court of New York 
state has just ruled otherwise. It has 
decided that investment houses offer- 
ing new securities can be called to ac- 
count for false statements regardless 
of whether or not the qualifying foot 
note is used indicating a refusal to 
take full responsibility. 


This very important decision which } 


may have an important bearing as to 
whether or not ‘Wall Street is to be- 
come a real world market for securi- 
ties was handed down in a_ suit 
brought by the Continental Insurance 
company and the Fidelity Phenix In- 
surance company, against a Wall 
Street trust company. In 1919 a syn- 
dicate headed by this trust company 
made a public offering of $4,500,000, 
bonds of the Green Star Steamship 
Co. The two insurance companies claim 
that relying on the statements made 
by the bankers offering the bonds re- 
garding the safety of the bonds, the 
circumstances and prospects of the 
steamship company and the definite 
recommendation to purchase, each in- 
surance company purchased $100,000 
worth of the bonds, although the of- 
fering had the qualifying foot note, 
“Although the information contained 
herein is not guaranteed, it has been 
obtained from sources we believe to 
be reliable and is the information on 
which we have acted in this matter.” 
History of Case 

Failing to earn its fixed charges the 
steamship company defaulted interest, 
went into the hands of recivers and 
was reorganized. Continuing to rely 
upon published statements the two in- 
surance companies made no complaint 
against the trust company but par- 
ticipated in the reorganization accept- 
ing new secyprities of the reorganized 
steamship mpany which meant a 
loss. Subsequently, however, hearing 
that a Chicago bank which had been 
a member of the syndicate floating the 
Green Star Steamship bonds had made 
good the loss suffered by investors 
buying the bonds at its solicitation the 
two insurance companies named above 
started an investigation which showed, 
it is alleged, that erroneous statements 
had been made in the recommendations 
whieh had induced them to buy the 
bonds. Calling upon.the trust company 
to make goed and having the request 
refused, the two insurance companies 
started suit. The decision just hand- 
ed down opens the way for a new trial 
and if the insurance companies can 
prove their charge that they were led 
to buy the bonds through the defend- 
ants erroneous statements they can 
under the decision just handed down 
recover the money lost. 

If bankers are forced by the courts

PROPOSED FOR U. $ 


New York, February 6.—(#)—Uni- 
form regulation of firearms of a na- 
tional scale with provisions for heavy 
penalties for criminals carrying these 
weapons is proposed in a bill drafted 
by the special committee on firearms 
regulations of the national crime com- 
mittee meeting here tonight. 

Copies of the proposed bill will be 
sent to various states in an advisory 
way to help in forming legislation, 
of the committee, J. 
Weston Alle, former attorney generai 
of Massachusetts, announced. The 
bill provides: 

Forbidding criminals to buy or pos- 
sess firearms. 

Licensing of retail dealers in fire- 
arms and requiring them to keep a 
record of sales. 

Requiring of permits.for buying or 
carrying pistols or revolvers. 

Prohibiting sale of machine guns to 
civilians or possession of machine guns 
by civilians. (These arms are made 
available, however, to police authori- 
ties. ) 

Registration of manufacturers, job- 
bers and wholesale dealers. (Licens- 
ing in this case not being required). 

Forbidding pawn dealers to lend 
money on firearms. 

Prohibiting use of silencers on guns

In making public tomorrow the results 
of its nation-wide survey of proposed 
gasoline tax legislation, the Vermont 
state chamber of commerce will say 
that 20 states are considering  in- 
creases in rates and that four states 
now without a gasoline tax are con- 
sidering its adoption with a serious- 
ness heretofore unknown.

says it will mean among the 44 states 
now taxing gasoline an average rate of 
about 3.4 cents per gallon in 1927 as 
against 2.68 cents per gallon im 1926— 
the greatest advance in gasoline tax in 
history.
